Consequently, when a raid 
takes place, the Japanese have 
it ali their own way. The 
population takes refuge in the 
excellent - dug-outs that are 
provided everywhere. Fortun- 
ately, Chungking has a_ first 
class observation corps who 
wireless,the approach of aero- 
planes that attack the city.

Officers aboard our destroyer 
scratched their heads and looked 
at me for an explanation when 
they heard over the ward-room 
wireless that Mr. Churchil) was re- 
turning in the Prince of Wales. 


It seemed to us that an open 
challenge had been issued to 
Hitler to do his worst, for here 
We were, many hundreds of 
miles out in the Atlantic, with 
all the dangerous U-boats in- 
feted waters still to go through 
—but it was a challenge that 
was never taken up. 


ATLANTIC RENDEZVOUS 


It was a glorious afternoon as 
we sailed out of the naval base 
to keep the rendezvous with the 
Prince of Wales somewhere in 
the North Atlantic, and at that 
time no one but the captain of 
the ship knew the importance of 
the task ahead. - 

Early one morning, some days 
after leaving the naval base, we 
sighted a smudge on the horizon 
and as we approached it we could 
see through our glasses the im 
mense outline of a glant battle- 
ship, flankeq on both sides by 
Canadian destroyers. | 

The great ship was truly a 
noble sight, 
Atlantic swei] and throwing up 
great clouds of white spray as 
she dipped her bows in the waves.

In a very few minutes we 
had taken our position and were 
zigzagging with the other war 
ships.

Numerous explosions that shook 
lower Manhattan yesterday ac- 
companied a raging fire which 
broke out at the East River wharf 
where British ships are’ loaded 
with supplies for Britain and 
Egypt. : 

Observers said that the explo- 
sions apparently occurred in a 
number of heavily laden barges. 

The Coast Guard and fire boats 
raced to the rescue. 

Two people were Killed and 55 
people were injured—some feared 
fatally—in the fire.

Defying high expiosives, bomb 
fumes and death by drowning, men 
are putting to sea in speed-boats 
which have been specially built, to 
be bombed by the RAF. 


These Intrepid men are the 
crews aboard armour-plated 40-ft, 
boats, built in British yards re- 
howned for racing craft and de- 
signed ta withstand hits from light 
practice bombs.
